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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 

To the Board of Education and Citizens of Scarborough: 

Even in a school report, during these difficult times, prob¬ 
ably the subject of greatest interest is finances. For the 
schools of a growing and scattered town, the unusual and 
prolonged economic situation presents a problem of thought¬ 
ful cooperation. In this cooperation we are attempting to 
solve immediate problems in terms of ultimate results. With¬ 
out deserting our educational idealism,—but at the same 
time without surrendering to an attitude of defeatism, we 
have approached the financial problems of Scarborough 
schools with a sane realization of the present financial situa¬ 
tion. We have endeavored to protect educational funda¬ 
mentals, but at the same time bring about economies wherever 
it can be done without loss of educational efficiency. 

Fortunately the splendid cooperation of all boards and 
citizens in making possible advances during the past several 
years now stands us in good stead. Our school buildings are 
in reasonably good condition, making possible a temporary 
suspension of repairs and improvements with a saving this 
year of $1,800.00. Of course, we are planning no expansion 
of policy or improvements which are not absolutely neces¬ 
sary at such a time. 

Thus, where our budget for the year just closed was 
$28,040.88, the estimates for the coming year, as approved 
by the budget committee, are $23,875.00, a saving of 
$4,0G5.8S, or more than 17 per cent. Of this saving, 
$2,000.00 is in capital outlay (covering this year the grad¬ 
ing of the high school site) and $2,665.88 is in current 
expenses. 

In arriving at this amount for next year, the saving is the 
more significant because with less money we are teaching 
more pupils. In this connection it is also interesting to note 
that while the school tax rate in 1929 was .0079 for the year 
ending in 1932 (the latest figure in the state reports), the 
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Scarborough school tax rate was .0071. The average tax rate 
for the state was .0127. 

It is further interesting to note that Scarborough, at the 
last annual meeting, appropriated for school purposes at the 
rate of $8.03 per person (according to census of 1930), as 
compared with South Portland, $11.64; Gorham. $8.21; 
Cape Elizabeth, $12.13; and Old Orchard Beach, $10.14. 

In planning our finances for the coming year, it is planned 
to retain present teachers’ salaries without increase and 
without cut. That the usual increase is not allowed is regret¬ 
table but seemingly necessary in this emergency. If we are 
to go into the teacher market for high grade teachers to till 
vacancies, we must have a reasonable figure to offer. At 
present, on the salary available, we are having considerable 
difficulty in tilling a vacancy on the high school staff. 

The saving contemplated comes from our high school ac¬ 
count ($406.73 less), hooks, apparatus and appliances, sup¬ 
plies, and insurance, light and water ($100.00 loss each), 
elimination of the club work appropriation for the year 
($50.00), repairs ($1,S00.00 less), and other minor adjust¬ 
ments. 


THE PAST YEAR. 

I am glad to report that this has been a year of great prog¬ 
ress, both in the development of the educational program and 
in the improvement of our several school plants. There has 
never been a year when your school officials have so zealously 
endeavored to distribute equitably the school dollar. 

All members of the teaching staff are well educated for 
their particular positions. I am positive that even under 
present economic conditions and with an over-supply of 
teacher candidates, it would be very difficult to find an 
equally efficient force competent to replace our present staff 
even if our salary schedule were higher. 

Special developments in the high school program indica¬ 
tive of progressive application of sound educational policy 
are outlined in the report of Principal Bessev, which wr* 
hope every citizen will read. 
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FUTURE DEVELOPMENTS. 

Even depressions cannot last forever. Tax difficulties will 
eventually pass. Thus even the very conditions through 
which we are now passing challenge us to re-valuate our pres¬ 
ent practices and to plan for future developments which will 
lead not only to greater educational efficiency but also perma¬ 
nent economy. 

During the past years, the town has spent much money on 
good roads. It is one of the causes of present financial cur¬ 
tailment. But it was money well spent. If we had not had 
good roads, we would not have attracted to our town recrea¬ 
tional developments like the Danish Village, or other valua¬ 
ble properties like the radio station and the air port. Of 
course, perhaps of even more importance has been the de¬ 
velopment of home properties. 

But, as we said in a report two years ago, the road is of 
value to us only “if the resident along that road has the 
ability to produce economically, market intelligently, finance 
efficiently, and enjoy his rewards in a wholesome manner.” 
The schools must keep pace with the other developments if 
we are to take advantage of the particularly favorable loca¬ 
tion of our town as a place for homes and business. 

Thus, we wish our school system to be of such high stand¬ 
ing that it will attract and retain the best citizens. We wish 
it to represent Scarborough’s highest ideals and to prepare 
our boys and girls for participation in the world’s work 
anywhere. 

Here, our schools should take advantage of our fine roads. 
These roads should be the means of making possible for them 
a better elementary preparation through transportation from 
the one-room school to the graded school, particularly for 
those in the seventh and eighth grades. This would imme¬ 
diately improve our entire school system and eventually save 
extra building outlay in outlying schools. Falmouth and 
Cape Elizabeth, towns with somewhat our difficulties, have 
already perfected such an arrangement. We have the possi¬ 
bilities within our grasp. 


Scarborough 
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We realize that this theme has been treated many times 
in our reports. We know that it is favorably considered by 
the number of parents who have voluntarily, at their own 
expense, taken advantage of the possible optional arrange¬ 
ment. We realize that any advance along this line is not 
feasible this year. But we earnestly hope that this will be 
the next big development for the improvement of the Scar¬ 
borough school offerings. 

And after high school-. This may be a whim, but 

these same good roads offer openings for further education. 
A high school graduate can travel over a first-class road to 
Gorham Normal School, which is not more than five miles 
from our northern boundary. She, for this applies to girls 
only, may travel over a first-class road to Portland and enjoy 
two years of college work at the Westbrook Junior College 
(formerly the Westbrook Seminary). 

So our big hope is that after the present storm has passed, 
our schools may be made as good as, and take full advantage 
of, our roads. 


SCHOOL GROUNDS. 

One other minor suggestion, a little more immediate! Scar¬ 
borough is itself a popular summer playground and is in the 
path of several others. Thousands of people from near as 
well as far travel during the summer not only over our main 
highways but also our side roads. Some of these people are 
potential residents. How fine it would be if during the sum¬ 
mer, our school grounds could all be beauty spots which would 
attract enthusiastic comment as the auto goes by ! And of even 
greater value, what an inspiration to cleanliness and beauty 
such grounds would be to the pupils during the school year! 
A splendid advance was made when the high school site was 
graded and the Oak Hill Grammar School appearance was 
improved. 

Civic organizations and individuals have been splendid in 
their assistance to the schools. Here is a field in which very 
valuable further assistance could be rendered. The teachers 
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and pupils will do their part. The expense will not be great. 
Is it not possible for the community served by each school 
by contribution of labor or the small amount of necessary 
money to make our school grounds this summer a standing 
invitation to live in Scarborough, the town of beautiful school 
grounds ? 

In closing, I wish to express most sincerely my personal 
appreciation for the cooperation of our staff, Board of Edu¬ 
cation, town officials, civic organizations, and individual 
“boosters” who have contributed to the success of the past 
year.

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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL OF HIGH SCHOOL. 

To Superintendent F . H . B, Heald: 

I herewith submit my eleventh annual report as principal 
of Scarborough High School. 

Once again I am glad to announce a record enrollment for 
the fall term of 1931. This enrollment is distributed as fol¬ 
lows: Seniors, fifteen; Juniors, twenty-one; Sophomores, 
thirty-six; Freshmen, thirty-nine; special students, eight; 
a total of one hundred and nineteen pupils. 

The one outstanding thing which is especially contributing 
to an increased efficiency in our whole program of work has 
been the addition of a teacher for academic subjects this year. 
Because of this addition, each member of the faculty is now 
teaching in only those departments of work for which he or 
she has had special preparation. Better departmentalization 
of subjects is now possible and we have done away with the 
previous alternation of subjects, a situation which was prov¬ 
ing unsatisfactory because of the extremely large classes and 
also because it prevented several subjects from being taught 
in their proper place in the curriculum. 

I am endeavoring to promote among our teaching force a 
special consideration of individual pupils, not only of the 
backward boy or girl who of necessity needs more help than 
others, but also of the more advanced pupil who fortunately 
has more time and a desire to do extra work for a better 
development of his future needs and possibilities. This is 
being accomplished by means of supervised study, extra op¬ 
tional assignments, personal conferences and special classes. 
Extremely gratifying results have been noted this year in 
Home Economics, Manual Training and English. Both the 
Domestic and the Manual Arts courses adapt themselves by 
their nature to such individual consideration hnd extra 
periods are provided daily for instruction in English for 
those in need of such additional work. 

Every pupil in school is now receiving for at least one 
period per week instruction in Physical Education and I 
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plan to extend this very important phase of instruction dur¬ 
ing the next school year. Besides our regular athletic teams 
in cross-country, basketball, track and baseball, informal 
groups are engaging in swimming, rifle marksmanship, volley¬ 
ball, girls’ soccer and archery. 

A school orchestra, consisting of five violins, saxophone, 
piano, trumpet and drums, rehearses each Friday afternoon 
and will receive academic credit for this extra-curricular 
work. 

We are endeavoring to help the student body in a small way 
financially through a school store where school supplies can 
be purchased at cut prices and through the school cafeteria 
where noon lunches can be obtained at prices closely approxi¬ 
mating the cost. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the Superintendent and the 
members of the Board of Education for their cooperation and 
help in the administration of my duties.
